Last  year  the  Boy's  soccer  team  had  a less  than  impressive 
record.  For  that  reason  a lot  of  last  year's  seniors  who  had 
played  on  the  team  were  very  disappointed.  This  year,  the 
team  members  had  formed  a bond  before  our  first  official 

practice,  which  made  for  a friendly 
atmosphere  during  the  practices. 
However,  with  the  addition  of  some 
of  the  new  players  who  had  joined 
this  season,  there  was  some  fric- 
tion. In  fact,  it  went  as  far  as  players 
arguing  during  games.
